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United sneak 
past Seagulls 

ASHLEY Young’s deflected strike 
proved the slice of luck Manchester 
United needed to sneak past 
promoted Brighton. 

Swashbuckling Manchester City 
headed into the weekend with an eight- 
point cushion at the top of the Premier 
League, and that meant Jose 
Mourinho’s second-placed side could 
ill-afford to drop points at home to 
Chris Hughton’s men. 

Well-drilled Brighton threatened to 
cause an upset as they impressed on 
their first trip to Old Trafford since 
1993, only for Young’s strike to loop in 
via a cruel deflection off Lewis Dunk as 
United eked out a 1-0 win. 

It took their run of victories at home 
against Premier League newcomers to 
19 matches, getting an important 
sequence of games off to a winning 
start ahead of trips to Watford and 
Arsenal. 

Brighton were unlucky to see their 
five-match unbeaten run come to an 
end after an assured display at Old 
Trafford, where they panicked the 
hosts with fleet-footed counter-attacks 
and dangerous crosses. 

Their goalkeeper Mathew Ryan 
produced a fine double-save to keep 
United from grabbing the lead just 
before half-time, but the Australiam 
could do nothing to prevent Young’s 
second-half strike flying off Dunk and 
past him. 

It was a welcome return to winning 
ways for United after their midweek 
Champions League loss in Basel, but 
Mourinho’s pre-match call for his 
players to begin sharply fell on deaf 
ears. 

Romelu Lukaku’s wayward strike set 
the tone for a plodding first half against 
a confident Brighton side, with Anthony 
Knockaert’s fizzing cross a fourth- 
minute shot across the bows before 
David De Gea comfortably stopped 
Pascal Gross’ first-time attempt. 

United were struggling to create 
clear-cut chances and Lukaku was 
unable to direct headers on target 
when the odd cross found the 
targetman. At the other end, Albion’s 
figurehead Glenn Murray was inches 
away from connecting with a flick-on 
from close range. 

As impressive as the Seagulls were, 
Ryan had to be his best to prevent 
them falling behind just before half¬ 
time. 

Brighton’s goalkeeper did superbly 
to get in the way of a point-blank 
Lukaku header, with the Australia 
international quickly reacting to 
prevent the follow-up as Paul Pogba 
attempted to slot home. 

But the chance, and Mourinho’s half¬ 
time team talk, did not jolt United into 
life as the second period started with 
Gross fooling Chris Smalling to send 
over a tantalising cross, before Davy 
Propper tried his luck from distance. 

United continued to bumble along in 
attack as Lukaku tried a back-heel and 
Young smashed wide, with it taking a 
crunching Victor Lindelof challenge on 
Knockaert to get the fans roaring. 

Mourinho’s men refused to give the 
ball back despite the winger lying on 
the deck, with chants of “attack, attack, 
attack” echoing around Old Trafford. 

Zlatan Ibrahimovic was introduced as 
United began to ratchet up the 
pressure and it bore fruit in the 66th 
minute. 

From a disputed corner, left-back 
Young tried his luck from the edge of 
the box, with his effort taking a huge 
deflection off Dunk and looping into 
the top corner. 

Lukaku tried to quickly extend 
United’s lead but the visitors were not 
cowed and continued to attack, with 
Bruno’s wonderful cross evading team¬ 
mates, and Shane Duffy just unable to 
reach a ball into the box. Ibrahimovic 
got away an attempt as the home side 
secured victory.

A big chance for 



WHEN Sky Sports decided to put 
Everton’s visit to St Mary’s on its 
‘Super Sunday’ television sched¬ 
ule, there was one reason why 
they chose it and presumably be¬ 
lieved it was going to be super in 
some way 

It was all about the return of 
Ronald Koeman to former club 
Saints with his shiny new, ex¬ 
pensively-assembled Everton, 
who were meant to be putting 
the frighteners on the top six this 
term. 

But Koeman was sacked last 
month and his shiny new Everton 
have been rotten. Now, Saints vs 
Everton looks anything but super. 

Everton have not won any of 
their last 14 Premier League away 
games, making it their worst run 
on the road in 20 years. 

The Toffees also have one of the 
worst defences in the top flight, 
having let in 24 goals in 12 games. 
Only West Ham have conceded 
more. 

On top of that, they have not 
kept a clean sheet since the open¬ 
ing day of the season and have 
conceded the most fouls in the di¬ 
vision (157). 

They’ve spent a huge amount 
of money but are now in serious 
trouble in the bottom half of the 
division. 

And they have no manager, ei¬ 
ther. 

At the time of writing David 
Unsworth remains in caretaker 
charge, even though Koeman was 
sacked a month ago now. 

That’s four weeks and an inter¬ 
national break without managing 
to hire a new boss. Marco Silva 
has been one target for the job but 
they’ve seem to have been out- 
priced on that one by his current 
club Watford. 

No doubt about it, Everton are 
in a crisis coming to St Mary’s on 
Sunday and because of that they 
have handed Saints a big opportu¬ 
nity to avert their own crisis. 

This is a Saints team who have 
scarcely scored and have won just 
four of their 16 home matches in 
2017. 

Their scoring issues have been 
well-documented and life under 
Mauricio Pellegrino is not going 
to plan at the moment at all. 

Saints have not scored in their 
last two matches and failed to 
even get a shot on target against 
Liverpool last time out. 

They have scored just six goals 
from open play in 12 matches 
(nine in total) and, to heap misery 
on it all, Saints have won just four 
of their last 20 games. 

Of their 16 home matches this 
calendar year, they have not

scored in ten of them. It’s little 
wonder the Saints supporters are 
turning on the new manager, the 
team and the board. 

On top of all this, they are now 
on one of their hardest runs in 
Premier League history, too, with 
five of the top six still to play be¬ 
fore the New Year. 

But they face Everton here. And 
Everton are not good. Everton are 


in a bad way. 

Saints aren’t in fantastic shape, 
either, but perhaps Everton’s are 
worse problems and that can, po¬ 
tentially, be Saints’ gain. 

This game is as must-win as it 
gets for both sides. 

A victory for Saints might snuff 
out the negativity a bit and build 
the momentum they’ve been 
missing for some time. 


Boy, do they need it right now. 

But they welcome Everton, who 
are terrible at the back. 

If that’s not an opportunity for 
confidence-bereft strikers to get 
firing, then what is?

technically, and we have to im¬ 
prove our character, to be more 
clinical in this situation. It’s men¬ 
tal too. It’s a mix between prepa¬ 
ration and mentality.” 

In Pellegrino’s opening 13 
games he’s struggled to really 
stamp his identity on the team. 

He admits that sometimes 
Saints are “a long, long” way from 
playing in his image. 

“At some moments, yes - in some 
moments, no,” he said, when 
asked if we’re now seeing a ‘Pel¬ 
legrino team’. 

“In some moments I’m happy; 
in some we’ve got a long, long pro¬ 
cess to improve. 

“The players are not machines. 
They’re human beings playing 
football, and sometimes they’re 
confident, sometimes not. 

“Sometimes the opponent is bet¬ 
ter than you. We always have to 
analyse the game with 22 players, 
not 11. 

“The problem in Southamp¬ 
ton is we’re analysing just 11; in 
Everton they’re analysing just 11, 
but we have to see one against the 
other, what the opponent did to be 
better than you, what you are do¬ 
ing to try to beat them.” 

The 46-year-old doesn’t want to 
ask for patience over his manage¬ 
ment of the team, but wants peo¬ 
ple to understand that it’s not an 
easy process to mould a team and 
likened it to going to the gym. 

“I don’t ask for patience, but I 
know how my job is,” he said. 

“It’s a transition and a journey, 
and a long way. 

“When you go to the gym, the 
first two months you don’t see 
anything in the mirror, but you 
know you’re doing exactly the 
right things. 

“This is the same. You know 
you’re doing the right things, but 
maybe in one year’s time, two 
years’ time, maybe your shape 
will be better, no? 

“But you have to keep going to 
the gym.” 


scored since February. 

Pellegrino has challenged him¬ 
self to break this scoring problem 
and knows the Toffees game may 
well present his strikers with a 
chance. 

“Finishing (in a game) is some¬ 
thing that doesn’t have a straight 
relationship with a training ses¬ 
sion, for example,” he says. 

“You can finish from Monday to 


Sunday, but it’s impossible to re¬ 
produce the same stress, anxiety 
they have during a competitive 
game. 

“Sometimes it depends on con¬ 
fidence, our offence. As a man¬ 
ager our job is how can we create 
chances, arrive in the final third, 
how we can play triangles in wide 
areas, cross, cut-back, pick out 
team-mates. 


“Finishing is something that’s 
really difficult to translate from 
the training session to the game.” 

So how can this problem be cor¬ 
rected? 

“Looking for new solutions, try¬ 
ing and trying and trying, and 
suddenly, it’s something that can 
happen,” he explains.

Palace grab 

last-gasp 

winner 

CRYSTAL Palace secured a dramatic 
and vital victory in their battle against 
relegation when Mamadou Sakho’s 
stoppage-time goal earned them a 2-1 
win over Stoke. 

Visiting captain Ryan Shawcross had 
sent team-mate Xherdan Shaqiri’s 
goal-bound cross wide from in front of 
goal shortly before Sakho tapped in to 
seal their comeback from a goal down 
following Ruben Loftus-Cheek’s earlier 
finish. 

It had been the impressive Shaqiri 
who had given 15th-placed Stoke the 
lead. 

While Mark Hughes’ team were 
unchanged from Monday’s 2-2 draw at 
Brighton, Palace manager Roy 
Hodgson replaced goalkeeper Julian 
Speroni and central defender Scott 
Dann with Wayne Hennessey and 
James Tomkins. 

They had been at fault for Oumar 
Niasse’s equalising goal last week at 
home to Everton, when the result was 
also 2-2, but unlike last week when 
they scored in the opening minute, the 
hosts did not make an impressively fast 
start. 

It took until the 24th minute for either 
side to threaten, and when Stoke did, 
when Shaqiri struck after been played 
through by Darren Fletcher, Hennessey 
made an important save after a 
deflection from Jeffrey Schlupp. 

Palace’s Luka Milivojevic swiftly 
responded when shooting narrowly 
wide of the left post from 25 yards as 
Lee Grant dived, and Shaqiri also 
found space on the edge of the 
opposite area to bend a left-footed 
effort wide of the right. 

A chance fell to the hosts’ James 
McArthur from directly in front of goal 
when they increased their tempo 
towards half-time and Loftus-Cheek 
found him with a cross from the right, 
but Grant rushed out to smother clear. 

Sensing his side had lacked a focal 
point and could not afford to drop two 
further points, Hodgson replaced 
McArthur with Christian Benteke for 
the second half and moved Andros 
Townsend out to the left wing. 

The striker had been rusty when 
returning from injury against Everton, 
and when their next chance came to 
him after a through-ball from Yohan 
Cabaye, from a narrow angle he struck 
first time into the side netting. 

Any regret he felt at doing so was 
almost instantly intensified when, in the 
53rd minute, Shaqiri then collected 
possession in midfield, ran to the edge 
of Palace’s area, found space, and 
curled with his left foot into the bottom 
right corner. 

If the home supporters quickly grew 
nervous at the prospect of another 
costly defeat, their team remained 
composed and within three minutes 
found an equalising goal. 

Townsend sent an inswinging cross 
into the area from the left, and after it 
had evaded Stoke’s defence en route 
to the back post, the unchallenged 
Loftus-Cheek calmly and routinely 
tapped in. 

Palace appeared fortunate to be 
nearing a point after Shawcross 
inexplicably managed to turn Shaqiri’s 
cross wide when almost on the goal¬ 
line and with it already appearing 
destined for the back of the net. 

Benteke’s lethargy in the final third 
meant they also looked unlikely 
goalscorers, but deep into stoppage 
time, Zaha’s cross from the left found 
Cabaye in the area, and after the 
midfielder struck the post, stand-in 
captain tapped in for victory. 

Even with the added three points 
Palace remain bottom of the Premier 
League, but amid a more forgiving run 
of fixtures, they have taken five points 
from their past four in the league. 
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Bottas 
takes pole 

LEWIS Hamilton was beaten 
to pole position by his 
Mercedes team-mate Valtteri 
Bottas for Sunday’s final race 
of the year in Abu Dhabi. 

World champion Hamilton, 
who had appeared in 
ominous form for much of 
the weekend, was on course 
to steal pole in the closing 
moments only for a scruffy 
end to his last lap which 
included him running wide 
at the final corner. 

Bottas finished the best 
part of two tenths of a 
second ahead of Hamilton 
under the floodlights of the 
Yas Marina circuit to secure 
his second pole in as many 
grands prix, while Sebastian 
Vettel will line up in third on 
tomorrow’s grid. 

Hamilton may have sealed 
his fourth championship at 
last month’s Mexican Grand 
Prix, but the Mercedes driver 
vowed not to take his foot off 
the accelerator in the closing 
stages of his title-winning 
year. 

He was not among the 
contenders at the last race in 
Brazil after he crashed out 
in qualifying, and while he

recovered to finish fourth 
it was Vettel who ended his 
seven-race winless streak. 

Here, Hamilton will have 
to pass his team-mate to 
seal the 10th victory of his 
championship-winning 
campaign. 

Bottas has been second best 
to his team-mate for much 
of the year, but he set the 
fastest time during the first 
runs during the final phase 
of qualifying, and despite 
Hamilton’s best efforts he 
was unable to usurp the Finn 
in the dying seconds. 

Vettel, who overtook Bottas 
with a gutsy move at the 
opening corner at Interlagos 
a fortnight ago to set up his 
first win since July, was a 
distant third - some half-a- 
second slower than Bottas 
- while Daniel Ricciardo will 
line up in fourth for Red Bull. 

“Things were getting better 
and better for me in practice 
and also in qualifying,” 
Bottas said. “It was all under 
control, I managed to find 
time, and it just felt very 
good with the car.”

Summer 2018 

After finishing seventh in his 
first season at Goodison Park, 
Ronald Koeman embarks on the 
biggest transfer spending spree 
in Everton history. 

He splashed £25m on young 
Sunderland goalkeeper Jordan 
Pickford, and a similar amount 
on Burnley centre half Michael 
Keane. 

Almost £24m was splashed on 
Ajax midfielder Davy Klaassen, 
and £7m on young Nigerian strik¬ 
er Henry Onyekuru, who was 
immediately loaned out to Ander- 
lecht. 

Spanish under-21 striker San¬ 
dro Ramirez cost £5.2m from Mal¬ 
aga, before Koeman produced a 
marquee signing - former Toffees 
midfielder Wayne Rooney return¬ 
ing from Manchester United on a 
free transfer. 

Less high profile was Cuco Mar¬ 
tina’s free transfer arrival after 
he had been released by Saints. 

But August brought two more 
big signings - a club record £45m 
swoop for Swansea playmaker 
Gylfi Sigurdsson and a £10m 
move for Hadjuk Split midfielder 
Nikola Vlasic. 

Against all that, there was only 
one major departure. 

But the loss of £75m striker 
Romelu Lukaku to Manchester 
United, and Everton’s failure to 
sign a replacement for the Bel¬ 
gian, would come back to haunt 
Koeman - sooner than he could 
have expected. 

August 12 

Rooney’s homecoming is a mem¬ 
orable one, scoring the only goal 
in the Premier League against 
visiting Stoke on the opening day. 

August 19 

Raheem Sterling’s 82nd minute 
leveller denies Everton victory 
at The Etihad after Rooney had 
opened the scoring on his return 
to Manchester. It remains the 
only league game City have failed 
to win this term. 

September 9 

After losing 2-0 at Chelsea, Ever¬ 
ton crash 3-0 at home to Totten¬ 
ham - Harry Kane scoring twice.

Koeman is sacked, having paid 
the price for failing to bring in 
a striker to replace Lukaku. Ar¬ 
senal’s Oliver Giroud was the 
manager’s preferred choice. As 
it turned out, he was his only 
choice. At the same time, three 
of his summer signings - No 10s 
Rooney, Klaassen and Sigurds¬ 
son - were all jockeying for their 
favourite position. It was already 
clear that Koeman’s squad lacked 
proper balance. 

October 25 

Everton, under caretaker David 
Unsworth, are knocked out of the 
League Cup - losing 2-1 at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge. 

October 29 

A fourth successive league and 
cup loss, as first half goals from 
Jamie Vardy and Demarai Gray 
give new Leicester boss Claude 
Puel a 2-0 success.

Schneiderlin was on the bench, 
but that led BT Sport pundit Chris 
Sutton - the former Blackburn 
and Norwich striker - to admit: “I 
have to say I don’t think it’s a bad 
thing Schneiderlin not playing. 
He’s been a liability this season.” 


Messi signs new deal - 
with £626 million buyout 


LIONEL Messi wants to 
finish his career at Barcelona 
after signing a new deal that 
commits him through to the 
summer of 2021. 

A renewal was agreed 
between player and club in 
July but it is only now that 
Messi has put pen to paper on 
the contract. 

Announcing the deal, the 
LaLiga club added that the 
Argentina forward has had 
a £626 million buy-out clause 
inserted into his contract. 

That means the 30-year-old is 
likely to end his playing days at 
the Nou Camp and not, as has 
been reported for some time, 
move to Manchester City. 

“I am happy. We’ve been 
waiting for some time to 
complete the signing and it 
was done today,” Messi told the 
club’s official website. 

“I’m happy to continue with 
the club which is my home, 
and I’m happy to continue here 
to spend my entire life, my 
home, which is where I always 
wanted to have my career. 

“My dream was to finish my 
career at Barca and we are 
moving down that path.” 

Messi, who made his senior 
debut as a 16-year-old in a 
friendly against Porto, has 
eight LaLiga titles, four 
Champions League wins and 
five Copa del Rey successes 
among his list of honours with 
the Catalan giants. 


He is regarded by some as 
the greatest player of all time 
and the signing of his new deal 
means his Barcelona dynasty 
can continue apace. 

Messi arrived at Barcelona 
from Newell’s Old Boys as a 
teenager in 2000 and made his 
first competitive appearance 
against Espanyol as a 17-year- 
old. 

He scored the first of his 
club record 523 goals - they 
have come in just 602 matches 
- against Albacete in May 
2005 and has since claimed the 
Ballon d’Or on five occasions, 
more than any other player. 

On Friday, he was presented 
with his fourth Golden Shoe 
award for being the top scorer 
in Europe, while his 30 titles 
put him alongside team-mate 
Andres Iniesta as having the 
most success in club history. 

“The objective is to continue 
to continue achieving things, 
fill the club’s trophy cases, and 
keep making history at Barca,” 
Messi said in a video on the 
club’s Twitter page. 

“We’ve been lucky enough to 
have won a great many things 
and I hope there will be more 
in the future.” 

Club president Josep Maria 
Bartomeu said: “Leo wants 
to keep playing at Barca, he 
wants to finish his career here. 

“And there is a lot of 
excitement for the coming 
years.”

MARCO Silva got the better of 
Rafael Benitez in spectacular style 
as Watford stormed to Premier 
League victory at Newcastle. 

The Portuguese correctly 
identified the Magpies’ Achilles heel 

- right-back DeAndre Yedlin’s 
tendency to abandon his defensive 
duties to provide an extra attacking 
option - and his players exploited it 
in brutal fashion to cruise to a 3-0 
win. 

All three goals came down that 
wing, with Will Hughes converting 
Marin Zeegelaar’s 19th-minute cross 
and Yedlin deflecting home another 
before the break before Andre Gray 

- a man Benitez wanted to sign 
during the summer - finished from 
close range from Richarlison’s ball 
in. 

The Hornets also passed up a 
series of other opportunities in front 
of a largely frustrated crowd of 
52,188 as they condemned the 
Magpies to a fourth successive 
defeat and exposed the lack of 
genuine quality available to Benitez, 
whose hopes of reaching 20 points 
by the end of the year look forlorn. 

With Tyneside once again gripped 
by takeover talk after Amanda 
Staveley’s PCP Capital Partners 
tabled an initial offer, Benitez 
insisted in the run-up to the game 
that he would concentrate only on 
what he could control. 

But the alarm bells were ringing 
long before the half-time whistle 
ended a torrid first 45 minutes for 
the home side, whose flaws were 
cruelly exposed by the rampant 
visitors. 

They might have set a very 
different tone inside the opening 
three minutes had winger Jacob 
Murphy not been out-muscled by 
Christian Kabasele after running on 
to Dwight Gayle’s flick, or had striker 
Joselu made meaningful contact 
with Murphy’s inviting low cross. 

Matt Ritchie drilled an llth-minute 
shot into the side-netting, but, as 
Hornets wing-backs Kiko Femenia 
and Zeegelaar started to make an 
impression, the tide began to turn.

Salomon Rondon gave the visitors a 
surprise early lead at the national 
stadium and while Harry Kane 
equalised 16 minutes from time, West 
Brom stood firm for a gutsy draw. 

The Baggies fans chanted Megson’s 
name here and it was they who were 
cheering at the final whistle, having 
watched their team end a run of four 
consecutive defeats. 

Megson insists he has not 
considered becoming the club’s 
permament successor to Tony Pulis 
but with home games against 
Newcastle and Crystal Palace up next, 
he may be able to promote his cause 
even further. 

Tottenham’s ruthlessness against the 
league’s lower sides underpinned their 
title challenge last term but they have 
now dropped points at home to 
Burnley, Swansea and West Brom. 

Mauricio Pochettino’s men had 73 
per cent possession and 20 shots to 
their opponents’ five but in truth they 
created too few clear-cut chances. 

They now trail Manchester City by 10 
points, with the league leaders still to 
face Huddersfield on Sunday. West 
Brom moved out of the relegation zone 
and into 17th. 

Danny Rose was again left out of the 
Spurs squad, while Megson handed 
19-year-old Sam Field his third Premier 
League start of the season in midfield. 

Tottenham arrived on the back of 
beating Borussia Dortmund in the 
Champions League but it has been the 
more hum-drum fixtures like these that 
have caused them problems at 
Wembley, with the atmosphere flat and 
the players lacking their usual zip and 
aggression. 

West Brom needed only four minutes 
to capitalise as Dele Alii was 
dispossessed by Jake Livermore, who 
quickly freed Rondon in behind. 

Davinson Sanchez looked to have 
marshalled his opponent away from 
goal but Rondon persisted, his 
dribbling shot catching Hugo Lloris by 
surprise and rolling inside the far post. 

From there it was all Spurs but they 
struggled to break down the West 
Brom wall. At one point all eleven 
green shirts were inside their own 
penalty area to defend a corner.

TONGA are to question 
World Cup officials about 
Andrew Fifita’s disallowed 
try in the dying moments 
of their dramatic 20- 
18 semi-final defeat by 
England. 

The Tongans had fought 
back from 20-0 down with 
three converted tries in the 
last seven minutes to set 
up a nail-biting finish and 
thought they had snatched 
a sensational victory when 
Fifita went on a charge for 
the line with just seconds 
left on the clock. 

The ball came free in 
England second rower 
Elliott Whitehead’s 
tackle and, although 
Fifita claimed a try after 
regathering the ball, 
referee Matt Cecchin ruled 
a knock-on and promptly 
blew the final whistle. 

England coach Wayne 
Bennett insisted it was 
not a try and claimed 
the referee ought to have 
given England a penalty 
moments earlier for a ball 
strip on winger Jermaine 
McGillvary. 

“The ref allowed play 
on and exactly the same 
thing happened to Fifita,” 
Bennett said. “He got 
the ball stripped off him 
one on one. In both cases 
he should have given 
a penalty but he did 
neither. It comes under the 
category of a loose carry.” 

Tonga coach Kristian 
Woolf questioned the 
decision not to refer the 
call to video referee Ben 
Thaler and said he 
would be bringing up the 
incident with tournament 
officials. 

“I don’t know if it’s a try 
or not because I haven’t 
seen it again but I would 
have thought under those 
circumstances, when the 
game is on the line, you 
have a look at it, especially 
when we looked at other 
tries 10 or 12 times,” Woolf 
said. 

“That really surprises 
me. I just can’t get my head 
around that. 

“We’ve got to ask the 
question. It doesn’t matter 
now because the game is 
done but you’ve got to ask 
the question for your own 
piece of mind.” 

Bennett claimed he was 
never worried over the 
outcome, however, and was 
delighted with his side’s 
defence. 

“I wasn’t nervous,” he 
said. “The time clock was 
on our side. 

“It was a quality game of 
football. It was a sell-out 
crowd and the atmosphere 
was great.”

And Crouch has been effective 
in the role, averaging a goal every 
162 minutes compared to every 
271 minutes as a starter.

Keepers sent off 
in six-goal thriller 



EASTLEIGH were pegged back 
for a 3-3 draw in an extraordinary 
spectacle at FC Halifax Town this 
afternoon. 

A truly bizarre game at The 
Shay saw both goalkeepers sent 
off and the Spitfires lose their 
grip on 2-0 and 3-1 leads, keeping 
them static in 18th in the Vanara- 
ma National League.

Eastleigh have a thriving girls’ 
and ladies’ section which, over 
the last 18 months, has grown 
from no female players whatsoev¬ 
er to a phenomenal 114, made up 
of six youth teams and a ladies’ 
squad. 

The Spitfires also have girls and 
women playing in the Pan Dis¬ 
ability League in mixed under-12, 
under-16 and adult teams, train¬ 
ing once a week for an hour on 3G. 

In association with the National 
League Trust, there are two six- 
a-side tournaments running for 
school teams in the under-11 age- 
group.

Cantona -1 
want Pep 

MANCHESTER United 
great Eric Cantona wishes 
Pep Guardiola was his 
former side’s manager and 
not Jose Mourinho. 

They are two of the 
most prolific title-winning 
managers in world 
football but have markedly 
different styles. 

Guardiola is renowned 
for wanting the game 
played in a particularly 
stylish way, while 
Mourinho is viewed as 
more pragmatic and 
defensive. 

For Cantona, one of the 
Premier League’s great 
artists, there is one man he 
would like to see in the Old 
Trafford dugout. 

“I love Mourinho as 
a manager and I said 
it before he arrived in 
Manchester, he is very 
intelligent, clever, he 
takes all the pressure on 
himself,” he told BBC 5 
Live. 

“He has a lot of 
charisma, has won a lot of 
things and will win a lot of 
things. 

“But, the football I 
played, and (Sir Alex) 
Ferguson played, Matt 
Busby before, it was very 
creative. 

“But today, in football, 

I loved (Johan) Cruyff 
when he was manager at 
Barcelona, I loved Ajax 
in the 70s, I grew up with 
this kind of football and 
the football we played with 
Ferguson was very creative 
and more Manchester 
United. “It’s why I prefer 
the way Guardiola plays 
and I would prefer to 
have him as manager of 
Manchester United.” 

Guardiola’s City have 
swept all before them so far 
this season and sit top of 
the Premier League, eight 
points clear of United, 
going into the weekend’s 
fixtures. 

Guardiola appears to 
have finally implemented 
the style he made so 
successful at Barcelona 
and Bayern Munich, 
and Cantona cannot 
understand why United’s 
board would not have 
wanted him in red. 

“It’s more logical,” 
he added. “I cannot 
understand why 
Manchester United take 
a manager who plays in 
a defensive way but is a 
great manager, a great man 
and I still love him but I 
prefer to watch a game 
when Barcelona play. 

“I don’t watch 
Manchester City but I 
would love to play for 
a team managed by 
Guardiola.”

BAFFINS Milton Rovers are preparing to 
welcome a special guest to their Kendall Sta¬ 
dium home tomorrow (Sunday, November 26). 

Portsmouth FC CEO Mark Catlin will be 
dropping in at 12 noon to officially open the 
Sydenhams Premier Division outfit’s new 
hospitality suite. 

Boosted by a £20,000 grant from the Football 
Stadia Improvement Fund (FSIF), Baffins 
have been able to install a new clubhouse, 
comprising a bar and kitchen area, spectator 
seating and toilets.

MANCHESTER United 
captain Michael Carrick 
is targeting a swift return 
to action after undergoing 
a procedure to treat an 
irregular heart rhythm. 

Carrick revealed he 
had felt something was 
wrong during his only 
outing of the season - a 
4-1EFL Cup victory over 
Burton in September - 
and underwent tests to 
determine the problem. 

Having had a cardiac 
ablation to correct the 
problem, the 36-year-old 
says he is now “healthy” 
and focused on making his 
comeback for United. 

He wrote in a statement 
posted on Twitter: “I 
just want to clear up my 
situation as I’ve had quite 
a few people asking if I’m 
OK and why I haven’t been 
fit over the last couple of 
months. 

“After feeling strange 
during the second half 
of the Burton game in 
September I underwent a 
series of tests. It turned 
out to be an irregular 
heart rhythm which has 
been fully investigated and 
I had a procedure called a 
cardiac ablation. 

“I had to build up 
training steadily while 
being monitored closely 
but I feel fine now. 

“I would like to reassure 
everyone that I’m healthy 
and back training hard 
with the team. I’m building 
up my fitness and aiming 
to be back in contention 
for selection soon.” 

The British Heart 
Foundation describes 
ablation as using either 
heat or freezing on the 
areas of the heart that 
cause an abnormal 
rhythm. 

BHF adds on its website: 
“This treatment creates 
scar tissue which breaks 
abnormal circuits in 
the heart (and) destroys 
areas of the heart muscle 
which are triggering 
arrhythmias.” 

Carrick has been a key 
presence at the centre of 
United’s midfield for over 
a decade, having joined 
from Tottenham in an 
£18million deal in the 
summer of 2006. 

He has made more than 
400 appearances for the 
Red Devils and his trophy 
haul includes five Premier 
League crowns and FA Cup 
and Champions League 
triumphs. 

He signed a one-year deal 
in May to extend his stay at 
Old Trafford until the end 
of this campaign. 
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Pep's youth 
chances 

PEP Guardiola insists 
further chances will come 
for the likes of Phil Foden 
at Manchester City - if 
they deserve it. 

Foden, the highly-rated 
City Academy product and 
star of England’s recent 
Under-17 World Cup win, 
was handed his first- 
team debut as a second- 
half substitute against 
Feyenoord in midweek. 

Brahim Diaz, another 
exciting teenage prospect, 
was also given a late taste 
of the action. 

Their opportunities 
may have arisen because 
City’s progress to the 
Champions League last 16 
allowed Guardiola to rotate 
his squad in the group 
fixture, but the manager 
says they could now earn 
more chances. He said: “If 
we give an opportunity to 
young players it is because 
they deserve it. That is the 
most important thing. 

“But one young player, 
you can say we helped 
them when they play 
regularly. If they play one 
or two games and then 
disappear that is nothing. 

“It depends on our 
confidence and their 
confidence but the rest 
always depends on them. 
People say it depends on 
the manager but it depends 
on the players. 

“The quality, how they 
live their professional 
lives, how they are - it is 
simple like that.” 

Guardiola has a good 
record of promoting youth 
players from his past spells 
in charge of Barcelona. 

That is something 
he is proud of but says 
he selects such players 
“because they are good, not 
for my statistics”. 

It seems unlikely either 
Foden, 17, or 18-year-old 
Diaz will be involved as 
City look to maintain 
their flying start to the 
Premier League season at 
Huddersfield on Sunday.

Diaper's big wish 
- bigger crowds

AFTER some 950 games in charge, 
Dave Diaper still thoroughly en¬ 
joys his job as Sholing manager. 

The Boatmen’s enviable mix of 
loyal senior players and exciting, 
up-and-coming talent is guaran¬ 
teed to put a smile on his face. 

But one thing that spoils it for 
the Boatmen’s 2014 FA Vase-win¬ 
ning boss is the constant struggle 
to get people through the gate. 

Although a crowd of 288 turned 
up for the recent free-entry game 
against Fareham Town, just three 
days later that had shrunk to just 
60 clicks of the turnstile for the 
3-0 Sydenhams Premier win over 
Hamworthy United. 

Averagely gates at the Univer¬ 
sal Stadium hover between the 80 
and 145 mark - a poor reward for a 
club who gloriously graced Wem¬ 
bley’s hallowed turf just over 
three years ago. 

“It’s disappointing,” said Dia¬ 
per. 

“We’ve got our group of Shol¬ 
ing Ultras who are very good, but 
it would be nice to get regular 
crowds of 170/180. 

“Where we are in Portsmouth 
Road is about one-and-half miles 
outside Sholing, but it’s only a 
walk up the road. The size of our 
crowds is the one disappointment 
me.” 

Diaper, though, says Sholing are 
not the only ones suffering from 
lack of support. 

“I go round all the grounds and 
it’s sad to see the way crowds have 
declined at this level,” he said. 

“Back in the day the old Road- 
Sea Southampton would have had 
180/190 watching a Sunday game. 

“Local football has taken a bit 
of a dive support-wise, I’m sorry 


to say. 

“There’s so much live football 
on TV these and we’ve got Bourne¬ 
mouth in the Premier League now 
(as well as Saints). 

“I’d like to see every local club 
flourish. It’s hard work running 
a football club and it needs to be 
recognised. 

“We need more people to get off 


their bums and come along and 
support their local club.” 

Diaper acknowledges, though, 
that a large part of Sholing’s 
problem is their lack of facilities. 

They struck the jackpot of a 
£100,000 ground improvement 
‘super grant’ from FA sponsors 
Budweiser in May, but that mon¬ 
ey cannot be touched until the FA 


say so. 

“The FA will decide what’s 
happening at our place in 
March or April next year,” said 
Diaper. 

“Our soccer schools and the 
youth side of the club are buzzing 
at the moment. 

“We just need the facilities to 
back it up.”

CHAIRMAN Iain Sellstrom is 
optimistic of “light at the end of 
the tunnel” for troubled Gosport 
Borough. 

The lifting of the transfer em¬ 
bargo that has handicapped the 
Evo-Stik South Premier smug¬ 
glers is already a major step in 
the right direction. 

And Sellstrom confirmed this 
week that there were interested 
parties looking to invest in the 
club. It has sparked speculation 
that former Portsmouth chair¬ 
man Iain Mclnnes could be part 
of a positive new future for the 
Privett Park outfit. 

Sellstrom, appointed chairman 
in July, is at the helm of a club 
that, for the past two years, have 
been dogged by financial turmoil. 

Gosport have somehow sur¬ 
vived a half-a-dozen winding-up 
orders by HMRC and their foot¬ 
ball debts saw them placed under 
another transfer embargo from 
the start of this season. 

It means that team boss Mick 
Catlin, who succeeded Alex Pike 
towards the end of September, 
had been operating with a bare 
bones squad of just 16 players, 
effectively managing with both 
hands tied behind his back. 

It was no coincidence that the 
lifting of the embargo coincided 
with a long overdue first league 
win of the season - a 1-0 triumph 
over fellow strugglers Dunstable 
Town - last Saturday. 

Now Sellstrom hopes more good 
news is just around the corner. 

“I borrowed the money from 
a contact to enable us to finally 
get the transfer embargo lifted 
last week,” explained the Gosport 
chairman, speaking earlier this 
week. “There are potential inves¬ 
tors waiting in the wings to get 
involved at the club. 

“There are a couple of histori¬ 
cal issues to be sorted but, hope¬ 
fully, that can be done in the next 
couple of days. Once that has 
been done, the investors will step 
forward. 

“When I became chairman, it 
was with the aim of saving the 
club. If all this works out then I 
will have done my job. 

“It has not been easy because 
the debts were far worse than

I contemplated. The same can 
be said about the problems sur¬ 
rounding them. 

“Now, though, I can definitely 
see some light at the end of the 
tunnel.”

ONE of Kelvin Davis’s most dis¬ 
appointing defeats as a Saints 
player flashed through his mind 
during the U23s’ recent Check- 
atrade Trophy defeat against 
Northampton Town.

“There are always two ways of 
looking at it. We threw away a 3-0 
lead but you hope they learn from 
that. 

“We’re trying to create a group 
of players that understand the 
game and are always showing 
improvement and that will hap¬ 
pen on the back of that type of 
result.” 

Davis continues to work his 
way towards his coaching badges 
and as part of that process took 
charge of the U23s first game after 
their Northampton nightmare. 

“Personal development comes 
into my coaching and fortunately 
we’ve got staff who help me on 
a daily basis,” continued the 41 
year-old. 

“I’m looking to complete my A 
licence by the end of the season 
and once you’re an A-Licence 
coach a few doors could open for 
me.”

“And the rewards in

SEAN Dyche believes the demands 
on top bosses are bigger than 
ever after a week in which another 
Premier League manager lost his 
job. 

Dyche is the third longest-serving 
manager in the top flight and will 
come up against one of those to 
outlast him, Arsene Wenger, when 
Arsenal travel to Turf Moor on 
Sunday. 

West Brom ended the tenure of 
Tony Pulis earlier this week despite 
a relatively successful spell in 
charge, while Everton caretaker 
David Unsworth appears to be on 
the brink after Thursday’s Europa 
League humiliation. 

Dyche said: “The demands on the 
job seem to be increasing year on 
year and there are many different 
reasons for that. 

“It is either about being in the 
Premier League or, in the 
Championship, it is about wanting to 
be in the Premier League. They are 
very unforgiving places to manage 
at the moment. 

“I think the demands are getting 
higher and higher. The owners are 
more ‘out there’ now, they have a lot 
of scrutiny on what they’re doing 
and how they should be running 
their club. 

“That can maybe change what 
their thoughts are and maybe crunch 
the statistics a little bit tighter on 
what happens to a manager.”

Dyche will go into the game 
against the Gunners with his side on 
a high after last week’s 2-0 win over 
Swansea, and a wealth of attacking 
options following striker Chris 
Wood’s return from World Cup play¬ 
off duty with New Zealand. 

Wood is expected to start in place 
of Ashley Barnes, who scored one of 
the goals against the Swans, while 
Sam Vokes, who appeared as a late 
substitute, will also be hoping for a 
start. 

Dyche insisted he is not concerned 
by the memories of twin 
controversies in the two games 
against Arsenal last season - a 
Laurent Koscielny winner at Turf 
Moor and a late Alexis Sanchez 
penalty to deny Burnley a point at 
the Emirates. 

Dyche added: “I’m not worried 
about righting the wrongs - I’m sure 
Arsene knows that I think those 
decisions went against us.

TONY Pulis’ dismissal by West 
Brom this week meant a quarter 
of all Premier League clubs had 
sacked their manager by mid No¬ 
vember. 

The number of top-flight sack¬ 
ings was already at a five-season 
high even before the Welshman’s 
exit, with four up to November 
20 - compared to the next highest 
mark of three by the same stage 
in the 2015-16 season. 

The bosses previously fired 
so far this season were Frank 
de Boer (Crystal Palace), Craig 
Shakespeare (Leicester), Ronald 
Koeman (Everton) and Slaven 
Bilic (West Ham). 

By this stage in the 2015-16 
season Liverpool had sacked 
Brendan Rodgers and replaced 
him with Jurgen Klopp, Tim 
Sherwood had been axed by Aston 
Villa and Dick Advocaat had been 
dumped by Sunderland. 

The Black Cats were also re¬ 
sponsible for the only sacking by 
this stage in the 2013-14 season, 
when they dismissed Paolo Di 
Canio. 

The only dismissal by this stage 
of last season was at Swansea, 
who sacked Francesco Guidolin. 

There had been no sackings in 
the Premier League by this stage 
of the 2012-13 and 2014-15 seasons. 

But the first of those seasons 
did feature two dismissals before 
the end of November - Roberto 
Di Matteo at Chelsea (November 
21) and Mark Hughes at QPR (No¬ 
vember 23). Hughes’ departure 
came after struggling Saints had 
won 3-1 at Loftus Road the previ¬ 
ous weekend. 

If some fans had their way, even 
more Premier League managers 
would have been sacked by now. 

Swansea City boss Paul Clem¬ 
ent came in for renewed criticism 
after a 2-0 loss at Burnley last 
weekend kept the Welsh club in 
the drop zone. 

That loss was Swansea’s fifth in 
a row in all competitions, and left 
them second bottom with eight 
points from 12 games. 

In addition, Saints boss Mauri- 
cio Pellegrino was jeered after his 
side’s 1-0 home loss to Burnley 
earlier this month. 

More fans took to social media 
last weekend to say Pellegrino 
should be sacked, following 
Saints’ poor performance at An- 
field. 

The Swans, though, are in no 
mood to make a change. 

American investors Steve Ka¬ 
plan and Jason Levien ended a 
trip to Britain on Monday by as¬ 
suring Clement and club officials 
that his job was not under threat 



- for now.

In the 1992/93 season, the first

Pulis lost his last four games in 
charge - a run which had started 
with Sofiane Boufal’s late wonder 
goal at St Mary’s. 

Had that game ended goalless, 
Pulis’ Baggies would have been 
on the same amount of points as 
Saints after last weekend’s games. 

Such tiny margins mean so 
much in the Premier League ...

Those matches had only deliv¬ 
ered three points, but three of 
them were against Manchester 
United, Chelsea and Liverpool.

Holland has undergone shoulder 
surgery to ensure he is fit for next 
season. 

Holland had the surgery to re¬ 
pair a torn muscle and strained 
tendon in his bicep and is not 
expected to be playing cricket for 
his Australian club side, Ring- 
wood CC, until late February at 
the earliest. 

Ringwood CC captain David 
King told the Herald Sun newspa¬ 
per: “He needs to get that (injury) 
right for his career of his first- 
class career over in the UK. 

“It is obviously very disappoint¬ 
ing for us losing a talent like that 
for a period of time but it is an in¬ 
jury and it happens. 

“At best case we might get him 
back towards the end of the sea¬ 
son with the bat, we won’t get him 
with the ball, but best case we 
might get him in late February, 
(early) March. 

“It all depends on what Hamp¬ 
shire say to be honest, they’re 
paying him so they tell him what 
he can and can’t do. 

“We’ve just got to play it by ear 
and see how the surgery goes.” 

Holland had only played one 
first-class match before making 
his Hampshire debut in June. 

The 27 year-old British passport 
holder finished the season with 
233 runs at 33.28 and 19 wickets 
at 18.47 from Specsavers County 
Championship eight matches. 

He also took three wickets in 
two Royal London One-Day Cup 
appearances and one in a T20 win 
at Lord’s.

David Haye has been forced to 
postpone his rematch with Tony 
Bellew after tearing his biceps 
during training. 

It is the latest in a long line of 
injuries suffered by the 37-year- 
old. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a 
look at the heavyweight’s injury 
record: 

June 2009 - Haye withdrew from 
his dream fight with long-reigning 
world heavyweight champion 
Wladimir Klitschko after suffering 
a back injury during training. He 
insisted he only required a 
postponement of six-to-eight 
weeks, but Klitschko was 
determined to fight on June 20 
regardless, and did so, stopping 
Ruslan Chagaev in nine. 



November 2009 - Haye revealed, 
after winning the WBA 
heavyweight title against Nikolai 
Valuev, that he had broken his 
hand during the “second or third 
round” of his defeat of the giant 
Russian. His trainer Adam Booth 
also said he had tweaked his left 
elbow in the first, but he fought 
on to secure perhaps his finest 
win. 


July 2011 - Haye blamed his

defeat to Wladimir Klitschko in 
their world heavyweight title 
unification fight on a broken toe 
on his right foot that he suffered 
in training. Haye said the injury 
had hampered his movement, but 
the excuse drew widespread 
ridicule. 

May 2013 - Then aged 32, and 
preparing to fight for the first time 
since the previous July, this time 
against Manuel Charr, Haye 
withdrew with a hand injury. 

Their match-up was never 
rescheduled; he instead agreed 
to fight Tyson Fury. 

November 2013 - Haye was 
forced to undergo a five-hour 
operation to rebuild his right 
shoulder and withdraw from the 
fight with Fury that had been 
scheduled for the following 
February. 

Their match-up had already 
been postponed until then after 
he had suffered a cut by his eye 
during sparring. 

March 2017 - After dismissing 
suggestions he had suffered an 
Achilles injury in the build-up to 
fighting Bellew, Haye suffered a 
ruptured Achilles that left him 
barely able to stand and in no 
condition to fight on. 

He regardless did so, but 
struggled with it for five rounds 
until being withdrawn in the 11th.
